Black, of San Francisco, arrived in this 
city to-day, and had a long interview at the 
jail with Frank Woodruff, Mrs. Black’s 
son. The meeting was an affecting one, 
and the old couple are almost prostrated. 
They were seen by a reporter, and in an in­ 
terview stated that although lawyer Pierce 
had been employed to defend the wayward 
son he would be unable to afford him ade­ 
quate defense, as they possessed no prop­ 
erty and Mr. Black was dependent for sup­ 
port upon his regular salary from a San 
Francisco firm. They 
declined to state 
anything that had passed between them 
and the prisoner. 
“ Your son claims,” said the reporter to 
Mrs. Black, “ thai he is neither a Catholic 
nor an Irishm an, and that he will get the 
worst of it and be made to suffer for the 
sins of others.” 
“ Yes, that is what we are afraid of,” re­ 
plied the lady. 
"W e have no money to 
defend Frank and fear there is an attem pt 
to m ake him a scapegoat.”

The first clear day here since the awful 
calam ity found work among tbe ruins prac­ 
tically suspended upon the same ground 
where havoc was so recently wrought. 
Capital and labor are wrestling in bitter 
and threatening earnest, and the quiet, 
subdued feeling which has prevailed since 
the flood is giving way to one of discord 
and danger. 


As yet there has been no open outbreak, 
but repeated breaches of the peace occurred 
during the day, and to-night a free fight 
occurred in which one mail was probably 
fatally hurt.

A c a s e has developed in San Francisco 
th a t ought to aronse the public and thor­ 
oughly alarm it. 
A woman was brought 
to the Home for Inebriates and com­ 
m itted by a person representing himself 
to be a physician, and who signed the 
necessary certificate. He was accompanied 
by the husband of the woman. 
The Su­ 
perintendent of the institution became 
convinced th at she was not a drunkard' 
was not insane, and that she was being put 
out of the way for a purpose. 
.Vs a resulti 
she was brought before a Court and dis­ 
charged, the husband not daring to appear 
against her. 
It now turns out that she is 
the victim of the utmost brutality from 
this man, who has sworn to protect her. 
lie knocks her down and heats her, and at 
one tim e he broke her leg by kicking her. 
She had property when he m arried her, 
upon which he has speculated successfully, 
and now desires to cast her off, absorb the 
estate, and enjoy its profits w ith another 
and fairer partner whom he has domiciled 
in his house. 
This is the woman’s story, 
and it is pretty well sustained by other 
testimony. 
Certainly she was committed 
to an asylum through the means of a cer­ 
tificate of insanity for alcoholism ; that 
was untrue, and was procured by fraud, if 
indeed it is not a forgery outright. 
If our 
system of committing patients to asylums 
is so loose as this indicates, it is tim e that 
there should be radical reformation. 
The 
liberty of the citizen is in im minent peril 
when nothing more is necessary to throw 
him into w hat is practically a prison, than 
the paper his enemy may deliver purport­ 
ing to be the certificate of a doctor. If this 
is “due process of law” we should much like 
to know w hat is irregularity? 
H ad not 
th e Superintendent of the Asylum referred 
to had his attention drawn to the case un­ 
der notice by the peculiar strong appeal of 
the supposed patient, and her evident inno­ 
cence of cause for confinement in the Asy­ 
lum, she m ight have remained there for 
months w ithout any hope of her ease being 
made known and her rights asserted. 
Xo 
person should be committed to any asylum 
of detention w ithout exam ination publicly 
held before a Court, and the m aking of a 
record to that effect. 
It is the theory of 
the law th at this is done now, but as a 
m atter of fact the law is evaded, and there 
are a good many case- in which people are 
confined in this State unlawfully, and re­ 
strained of their liberty through fraud 
th at their rights may be wrecked by those 
interested in putting them out of the wav. 
The State and the m etropolitan officials, 
we honestly believe, will discover a good 
deal of wrong and irregularity if thevgive 
the institutions in San Francisco and vi­ 
cinity a vigorous and thorough overhaul­ 
ing, free from the presence of the parties 
who exercise control over them . 
It is 
certainly a fact th at w ithin a few weeks 
two cases of positive illegal imprisonment 
in such institutions have been made public» 
and the unfortunate victims set at libcrtv 
by the Courts. 
How many others are con­ 
fined unjustly the officials should lose no 
l.me in discovering. 


oning maniac setting him self up as a re­ 
former. X ine times out of ten, he adds, 
the reformer is a crank. 
AVe confess that 
according to this theory there is need for 
a great many cranks in the world, and 
th at if the crankiness of the reformer is to 
he measured by the worthiness and success 
of his reforms, then the world owes an im ­ 
mense debt of gratitude to the cranks. 
But what the doctor says about the insane 
—so called—often retaining a great meas­ 
ure of the reasoning powers is certainly 
true. 
It is one of the parallel truths that 
when one of these “ reasoning-insane” 
people commits murder, he is deserving of 
death in the same m anner th at punish­ 
ment is administered to other murderers. 
There have been many people set free after 
having taken human life, on the defense 
of insanity, who were still sane enough to 
hang, though unquestionably demented- 
These are they who have enough of the 
cunning of reason left to know that their 
insanity will shield them from crime. 
W ith such beings th e diseased mind be­ 
comes an incentive to the man to commit 
crime. 
As all such people are sufficiently 
susceptible to fear and the penalties of 
the law to seek to avoid them, it is right 
th at when clearly guilty they should be 
punished th at their cases may serve to re­ 
strain others of their kind.

0 R 0 V IL L E O RANGES. 


T r e e s liv in g P la n te d b y th e T lio u -a iu l in 
a ll D ir e c tio n s. 
Robert W illiamson, of the firm of W . R. 
Strong & Co., returned yesterday from a 
visit to Oroville and vicinity. H e brought 
with him a lot of oranges, some taken 
from the celebrated Bidwell’s Bar tree, and 
others from trees of Judge C. F. Lott and 
others in Oroville. 
These oranges were 
ripe the middle of last December, and yet 
have rem ained on the trees in a perfect 
state of preservation until this time. Some 
of them were yesterday compared with 
others from Riverside and the tests were 
strongly in favor of the Oroville fruit. Two 
oranges of the same size were weighed aud 
it was found that the Oroville orange 
weighed Iff ounces more than the River­ 
side. The rinds were then removed and it 
was shown that those of the Riverside 
orange weighed hall an ounce more than 
tire other. 
In flavor the Oroville orange 
had a decided advantage and the waste in 
the pulp was not near so great. The River­ 
side orange used in the test was the best 
specimen that could be found in the box 
from which it was taken. 
It will be re­ 
membered, also, that the Oroville oranges 
ripen a full month earlier than those 
grown in Southern California. 
Mr. IV illiamson says that more orange 
trees have been planted in a radius of ten 
miles around Oroville during the past two 
years than in any other sim ilar area in the 
State. 
A year ago last w inter there were 
planted about 50,000 trees, in orchards, and 
last winter about 120,000 more. Strong & 
Company now have contracts for furnish­ 
ing 42,500 and are negotiating another con­ 
tract for 20 C00 more to be planted next 
winter. 
There will probably be 150,000 
orange trees planted w ithin ten miles ol 
Oroville next winter. 
Probably the largest 
orange grove in 
the 8tate’now is at 
Palermo, where nearly four hundred acres 
have been planted. 
The orange trees at Therm alito, across 
ue river from Oroville. and in fact in that 
whole section, are all doing well.

M ollification o f R u le s T h a t W ill l»e R a d i­ 
c a l am i F a r-R e a c h in g . 
W a s h in g to n , June 20th.—About a dozen 
veterans have been reinstated to Govern­ 
ment positions under the change in Civil 
Service Rule 10, which excepts that class 
from the operation of the clause prohibit­ 
ing reinstatem ent after one year’s absence. 
The effect of the modification of the rule 
will be far-reaching and radical in charac­ 
ter. The railway mail service, with 3,500 
clerks and a force of Postotfice Inspectors, 
has recently been within the scope of the 
civil service rules. Superintendent Bell ol 
the railway mail service says a modifica­ 
tion of Rule 10 will make eligible for rein­ 
statem ent in that service alone of 200 or 300 
employes who were removed during the 
past years. 0 . Postoftice Inspectors, some 
fifteen or twenty men who were dismissed 
during the past few years are now eligible, 
and probably will be reappointed in vari­ 
ous executive departments in the classified 
service. Perhaps 500 clerks who have been 
dismissed w ithin the past few years are 
now made eligible for reinstatement.

TVhen the Police Court was called to or­ 
der yesterday morning there was a goodly 
number of people present in consequence 
of a jury trial being on the calendar, and 
the general topic of conversation was the 
dangerous condition of the building. There 
had been a venire issued for twenty-five 
jurors to try the case of Mrs. Anderson, 
charged with keeping a disorderly house, 
but there were hardly a half-dozen in the 
Court-room, most of the others having been 
excused by Judge Buckley. 
As Clerk Larkin called the roll,there was 
only an occasional answer of “ present.” 
and Judge Buckley accounted for most of 
those who were absent. He had excused 
them because they had deemed the build­ 
ing unsafe and refused to come into the 
Court-room. The Judge took occasion to 
express himself regarding the condition of 
the building, and said that if he were a 
juror he would go to jail before he would 
be forced into the Court-room. He did not 
blame any juror from refusing to serve. 
Acting City Attorney darken also gave 
his views as to the rickety condition of the 
structure, and he was not at all inclined to 
stay within its walls. He moved that a 
committee 
consisting 
of Police Judge 
Buckley, City Attorney Church and Chief 
of Police Lee be appointed by the Bar to 
see 
the City Trustees immediately and 
urge that they take prompt steps to procure 
another building in which to hold Court. 
This seemed to be the uuanimous opinion 
01 all present, and it was so ordered. 
The case of Mrs. Anderson was continued 
indefinitely, as she has promised to con­ 
duct her house hereafter in an orderly 
manner, and have no more dissolute char­ 
acters about her premises. 
Seventeen cases of vagrancy were on the 
calendar, and as m any men were crowded 
in the police dock and on the benches. 
One of tbe men had a railroad time-card 
on his person, which showed that he had 
been working up to one day prior to his 
arrest, and the Court allowed him to go. 
W illiam M cIntyre was sent te jail for sixty 
days, and three others were perm itted to go 
to work. The rest were allowed a reason­ 
able time in which to get out of tow n,never 
again to be caught sleeping in box-car;, 
under the penalty of being imprisoned in 
the County Jail for forty days. 
_ C. English and Ed. Jones were in for be­ 
ing intoxicated. English was allowed his 
-ibcrty, but Jones was relieved of $5 before 
he could consider himself free. 
A rthur Bennett and Erank Smith, two 
young bays aged about twelve years each, 
were in Court charged with disturbing the 
peace. J. J Elms and Mrs. W alters were 
the prosecuting witnesses, and the disturb­ 
ance took place in t.ie vicinity of Fifteenth 
and J streets. 
The witnesses swore that a 
gang of young 
hoodlums infested the 
neighborhood, and that these two boys 
were particularly troublesome. They had 
thrown stones at the bouse, used some of 
the most insulting and vilest language 
imaginable to ladies passing, and were an 
intolerable nuisance to the neighborhood. 
The testimony 011 the part of the prosecu­ 
tion was very strong, and after it was taken 
the defense asked for a continuance till 
to-day, in order to procure witnesses to 
contradict the statem ents made by the 
complainants. 
Judge Buckley took occasion to say that 
the defense would have to do some very 
strong pleading to change his mind in re­ 
gard to w hat these boys had done. H e 
would rather believe the two witnesses 
who had just testified than all the boys the 
defense could bring around, and if he 
found these defendants guilty he would 
give them a term in the County Jail which 
they would long remember. H e proposed 
to break up these gangs of hoodlums, who 
are in the habit of using such filthy lan­ 
guage in thepresence of ladies and children. 
Tbe language which they used against one 
of the complaining witnesses, a m arried 
lady, was unfit to be repeated even in 
Court.

C ontract I.rt for B uilding a B ridge A cross 
th e Cosumnes Kiv«»r. 
An adjourned meeting of the County 
Board of Supervisors was held yesterday 
afternoon. The meeting was convened at 
2 !-. M , it being a meeting adjourned from 
the 12th inst. A ll the members of the 
Board were present. 
Upon the strength of inform ation re­ 
ceived by the Board as to the contemplated 
excavations of earth near North B street, 
ju st outside the city limits, the Board re­ 
solved to visit the locality to-morrow, in 
conjunction with the Board of City Trus­ 
tees, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the proposed excavations would endanger 
the interests of the city or county. 
John Miller and L. J. Noriega were sub- 
s’ituted as viewers in the m atter of the ap­ 
plication of F. 11. Drav et al. for a new 
road in District No. 18, in place of C. W. 
Smith and S. Dickey, heretofore appointed 
but disqualified under the law. 
The Board then considered bids for the 
construction of a bridge across the Cosum­ 
nes river at the site of the McCabe wire 
bridge, recently collapsed. 
Bids were received from the San Fran­ 
cisco Contract Company, San Francisco; E.

>Irs. I)r. C. H. N ichols Said to H ave L eft 
H er H om e—A I Tat D enial. 
The San Francisco Post last evening con­ 
tained a sensational dispatch from this city 
to the effect that Mrs. C. B. Nichols (.nee 
Carrie Locke), wife of the present City 
Physician, had left her home, and that her 
whereabouts were unknow n. The alleged 
cause of her disappearance was harsh treat­ 
ment by her husband. The latter’s fifteen- 
vear-old son is said to have been one ot the 
causes of the alleged domestic inlelicity. 
The parties have been m arried less than a 
year, and they have a delightful home, a 
wedding gift from Mrs. Nichols’ parents. 
A R ecord U nion reporter called last 
night at the residence of Mrs. Nichols’ 
father, George W . Locke, but be and his 
wile were out. A niece of theirs was 
at home, but she declined to talk about the 
matter. 
Dr. Nichols, the alleged abandoned hus­ 
band, was communicated w ith by tele­ 
phone, and he desired the R ecoup U nion 
to deny the entire story, on his authority. 
He said his wife not 'only had not been 
away for near'y a week, but was then at 
her norne: that tbe article in the Post was 
written by a blackmailer, and that it was 
utterly devoid of truth. 
Those who know something of the re­ 
lations between Dr. Nichols and his wife 
denounce the story of domestic infelicity 
as not only absurb but cruel. They say 
that there is not the slightest foundation 
for tbe report.

H e 'la k e s a P a rtia l C onfession to a De­ 
tec tiv e —S ev eral P a rtie s P ro b ab ly 
C oueerned in th e Jo b . 


The recent arrest of John B. Kenny in 
Boston for complicity in the forgery of an 
indorsement on a check of $4,800 on Wells, 
Fargo & Co., drawn by Mrs. Margaret 
Crocker to the order of Charles E. Gault, of 
Los Angeles, has excited a great deal of at­ 
tention in Sacramento from the fact that 
Mrs. Crocker is so well known here, and 
also for the reason that young Kenny 
temporarily made 
this 
city his head­ 
quarters. 
Considerable new light has been thrown 
upon the case lately. It was first supposed 
that Kenny, a eopper-plate printer for Leo 
A. Brown, in San Francisco, had become 
possessed of the check, and in company 
with Thomas J. Williams, a boou com­ 
panion, had gone to San Jose and succeeded 
in deluding the agent into tbe belief that 
the forged indorsement was genuine and 
securing the money. 
Kenny made aconfession to Superintend­ 
ent Cornish, of the Pinkerton agency, in 
the hotel where he was arrested while eat­ 
ing breakfast with the young lady whom 
he claimed to have been married in Sacra­ 
mento. He admitted that he had received 
$1,500 of the proceeds of the forged check, 
but declared that he did not know of the 
forger until the day subsequent to the cash­ 
ing of the check. 
He proceeded to tell a story of a young 
man named Richard Taylor, accompanied 
by Thomas Williams, who came to his 
place of business on the 28th of May, and, 
displaying a huge pile of bank notes, de­ 
clared that he had “ made a big haul.” 
He asked Kenny to go out wilh him and 
his companion and "have a time.” 
The 
three thereupon sallied forth and did a 
good deal of "high-rolling” until late in 
the evening, Taylor paying all the bills. 
From certain remarks dropped by Taylor 
his companions mistrusted that’ he had 
come by his roil dishonestly. They inti­ 
mated as much to him when they got him 
into a lodging-house on Market street, and 
pressed him so hard with questions as to 
his money that he acknowledged that he 
had obtained possession of a check on 
Wells, Fargo A Co. for nearly $5,000, and 
that lie had forged the indorsement and 
secured the money on it. 
W hen Taylor made this acknowledg­ 
m ent Kenny and W illiams threatened to 
inform the police of the m atter unless he 
agreed to divide with them . 
Taylor be­ 
came satisfied that they were in earnest 
and finally consented, giving K enny and 
W illiams one-third of wbat money he h a ), 
which gave each of the three about $1,500. 
The forgery did not come to light until 
nearly a week after the distribution of the 
spoils. Me intime the trio spent their days 
and nights in revelry. 
About the 1st instant W illiams and Tay- 
ior heard that the po:iee had got wind of 
the matter and the torm er fled ior Victoria, 
B. C. During the preceding week Taylor 
had at a picnic m et a young lady of good 
family and had made love toner. The in­ 
fatuation was m utual, and when, learning 
ot W illiam ’s flight, he determ ined to leave 
the country himself, he confessed the m at­ 
ter to lus inam orata and promised to m arry 
her if she would assist him in getting away 
from San Francisco. The girl acquiesced 
and took front him $290, with which she 
purchased tickets for 'herself and her 
brother’ on tbe steam ship leaving that day 
for Australia. 
The pair boarded 
the 
steamer just a few m inutes before she 
started out upon the voyage. 
Kenny, in the meantime, had come to 
Sacramento and was unaware o I the flight 
of his confederates until informed by a 
friend in San Francisco. 
He did not wait
